Logically he found lit­ 
tle difference between the ex er­ 
cise of state power through leg­ 
islatures 
and

election officials in the cities, 
towns and counties. 


The 
logical 
simplicity 
was 
what appeared to irk most the 
three dissenters. Thurgood Mar­ 
shall, the ninth justice, did not 
participate. 


Potter 
Stewart 
scorned

use of “ six th-grade arithmetic” 
to resolv e subtle problems of 
constitutional law. 


Abe Fortas said his colleagues 
had passed ov er a complex of 
v alues and

North Vietnam and calling for 
peace talks. But it made no sp e­ 
cific mention of J ohnson’s o ffer. 


Howev er,

Viet­ 
namese army newspaper, quot­ 
ed by the Sov iet news agency 
Tass, said J ohnson was try ing 
to mislead public opinion and he 
had not called for an uncondi­ 
tional halt to bombing in the 
North. This was considered the 
first North Vietnamese reaction 
to J ohnson’s offer.

To th e av erage v oter, th e federal gov ernment’s 
money trou bles are complex to th e point of being 
meaningless. Th e papers are fu ll of deficit talk, 
of administration bu dgets as opposed to national 
bu dgets, of a negativ e income tax , of a gu aran­ 
teed annu al income plan. E \en 
p m je c U o n s of a 
$20 billion deficit th is y ear and nex t only stu n th e 
mind. Th ey are almost too mon­ 
strou s to grasp. 
Bu t h owev er little th e man 
In th e street may know abou t 
th ese matters, or care abou t th e 
polemical div ision of th e New 
Economists and th e old. some­ 
th ing h as to bo done before th e 
economy 
falls 
apart 
at 
th e 
seams. Conserv ativ es wh o pre­ 
dicted th is in th e past were 
De Toledano 
lau gh ed at and told th at we only spending ou r own 
money so th at, say , a h y poth etical trillion-dollar 
national debt was u nimportant. Today , ev en th e 
fiscal radicals are worried. 
Bu t If someth ing h as to be done to pu t ou r 
fiscal h ou se in order, wh at is it? Th e h igh ly re­ 
spected American Enterprise Institu te reports th at 
if th e federal gov ernment embarked on no new 
programs, it wou ld accu mu late a $30 billion su r­ 
plu s in sev en y ears and begin to mov e down th e 
long road to wiping ou t th e dangerou s debt. As if 
in response to th is, th e Joh nson administration 
a ebb'd 136 new programs du ring th e lifetime of th e 
8 9th Congress alone. 
A solu tion h as now been proposed by a Florida 
bu sinessman, Joh n H. Perry Jr., to h alt th e de­ 
terioration In th e bu y ing power of th e dollar and 
to prov ide a cu sh ion for all Americans. He calls 
it th e National Div idend Plan, and It Is stirring 
u p interest th rou gh ou t th e cou ntry .

Th e 
Amendment wou ld prov ide th at no income tax in 
ex cess of 50 per cent be lev ied on any corporation. 
All fu nds raised by th e corporate income tax 
wou ld be distribu ted on an equ al basis each to 


th ose persons wh o h ad v oted In th e prev iou s na­ 
tional election. Th ese su ms wou ld not be tax able. 
Mr. Perry believ es th at th is national div idend 
on bu siness profits wou ld prov ide an incentiv e for 
all Americans to strength en and enh ance th e free 
enterprise sy stem. Obv iou sly , th e more indu stry 
made, th e larger wou ld be th e indiv idu al’s sh are 
of profits. Th ose wh o th ink th at treating indu stry 
and bu siness in th is manner h as no personal eco­ 
nomic consequ ences wou ld ch ange th eir niinds. 
One condition, of cou rse, for making th is plan 
feasible wou ld be th e imposition of a cu t-off on 
fu rth er ex pansion of federal spending programs. 
By giv ing ev ery cou ple in th e United States wh at 
In th e first y ears of th e plan wou ld amou nt to 
$1,000, th ere wou ld be no ex cu se for th e cu rrent 
costly boondoggles or th e equ ally costly efforts 
at eliminating pov erty by institu tionalizing it u nder 
th e Office of Economic Opportu nity . 
As a by -produ ct, th ere wou ld be an incentiv e 
to ail Americans to take part in national elections. 
Mr. Perry emph asizes lh al th is is not th e primary 
air for making v oting a requ isite, v oter rolls are 
th e most practical roster of recipients. To u se 
th em wou ld also compel th e federal gov ernment to 
keep v oter lists u p-to-date and th is in tu rn wou ld 
prev ent corru pt politicians from “v oting th e ceme­ 
teries.” 
Th e National Div idend Plan cou ld be adminis­ 
tered almost au tomatically , with ou t requ iring th e 
top-h eav y bu reau cracies th at oth er programs de­ 
mand — ami get! In wartime, th e plan wou ld be 
su spended. Th e gov ernment, th erefore, wou ld h av e 
all corporate tax es for th e prosecu tion of th e war, 
making th e lev y of h igh er tax es mu ch less likely . 


Th ere are th ose wh o oppose th e Perry National 
Div idend Plan as Ju st anoth er h andou t. It may be 
th at th is is so, bu t it merits seriou s stu dy . Th ose 
wh o are Interested can write to Hal Allen (Perry

nessmen are giv ing the» Perry plan th eir backing.

Q—Wh at is conju nctiv itis? Wh at 
cau ses it? Wh at h appens if it is 
not treated? Wh y wou ld my doc­ 
tor order warm compresses to my 
ey es? 
A—Th is is an inflammation of 
th e mu cou s lining cov ering th e 
lids and reflected back ov er th e 
wh ite portion of th e ey eball. It 
may be cau sed by any kind of 
irritation, su ch as ru bbing th e 
ey es with dirty or sweaty fingers, 
ex posu re to u ltra v iolet ligh t or 
direct su nligh t, ov erindu lgence in 
alcoh ol, errors of refraction, al­ 
lergies and infection. If it is not 
treated, it is likely to become 
ch ronic. Alth ou gh warm compres­ 
ses sometimes h elp, most doctors 
prefer cold compresses applied 
for 15 to 20 minu tes th ree times 
day . 
Q—My ey es feel scratch y . Cou ld 
th is inju re my ey es? An ey e spe­ 
cialist h ad me get some ey e drops 
bu t th ey did not h elp. Is th ere 
any cu re for th is condition? 
A—Wh en y ou feel as th ou gh a 
foreign body is in y ou r ey e, y ou r 
doctor sh ou ld determine wh eth er 
su ch a body is present or th e 
feeling is du e to conju nctiv itis. A 
foreign body can inju re th e ey e 
by scratch ing th e cornea and 
cau sing a corneal u lcer. Conju nc 
tiv itis won’t inju re y ou r ey e bu t 
it is v ery u ncomfortable. Th e 
treatment depends on th e cau se. 
In most v ictims sooth ing ey e 
drops reliev e th e distress. If an 
infection is present, y ellow ox ide 
pf mercu ry ointment or an anti 
biotic may be needed. 
If th e 
cau se is an allergy , contact with 
th e allergen mu st be eliminated. 
Q—My son h ad cat-scratch fe 
v er. Th e ly mph nodes in h is righ t 
armpit h ad to be opened and 
drained. Wh at is th e cau se of th is 
disease? How does it affect th e 
cat? 
A—Th is misnamed disease is 
cau sed by a v iru s th at is com­ 
mon in ou r env ironment. It cou ld 
ju st as well be called pin scratch 
or 
th orn 
scratch 
disease. 
It 
doesn’t affect th e cat any more 
th an it affects th e pin th at carries 
it u nawares. 
Q—Is it tru e th at corsitsone 
cau ses cancer? 
A—No. If th is were tru e th e 
Food and Dru g Administration 
wou ld not permit its sale.

Th e increasing th reat of m as­ 
siv e v iolence h angs menacingly 
ov er th e city . 
Wh at h appens will h av e a pro­ 
fou nd effect u pon th e fu tu re of 
th is cou ntry . At stake is one of 
th e most American of traditions 
— th e pecu liar ritu al of ch oos­ 
ing a political party ’s candidate 
for president.

at birth , on th e av erage, th an 
babies conceiv ed at oth er times. 
Fewer m iscarriages occu r wh en 
pregnancy begins du ring th ose 
month s. Women tend to seek 
prenatal 
care 
later 
in 
th eir 
pregnancies 
wh en 
conception 
occu rs between April and Ju ne 
and du ring October. 


Th ese are some of th e find­ 
ings of a th ree-y ear stu dy of 
more th an h alf a million preg­ 
nancies made by th e New York 
City Departm ent of Health . As 
Carl L. E rh ardt, Sc. D., prin­ 
cipal 
inv estigator 
of 
th e 
re­ 
search team th at made th e stu ­ 
dy , told Women’s Medical News 
Serv ice, “ We may soon be able 
to v ary th e old rh y me abou t 
‘Monday ’s ch ild being fair of 
face, 
and Tu esday ’s fu ll 
of 
grace,’ 
with 
‘Su m m er’s 
ch ild 
born more plu mp, etc.’ ” Dr. 
E rh ardt noted th at ex ternal en­ 
v ironment seems to play a role 
in th e v ariations fou nd in th e 
stu dy . 


Th e h igh er birth -weigh t of ba­ 
bies conceiv ed du ring th e su m­ 
m er month s migh t be du e, at 
least in part, Dr. E rh ardt ob­ 
serv ed, to th e fact th at women 
are better nou rish ed in th e su m­ 
m er th an in th e winter. Th ey 
eat more v egetables and fru its, 
probably 
get 
ou tdoors 
more 
th an th ey do at oth er seasons, 
and m ay ev en get more ex er­ 
cise th an th ey do du ring th e 
winter month s wh en th ere is a 
tendency to sit indoors more to 
av oid th e cold. 


Emph asizing th e importance 
of prom pt prenatal care to both 
m oth er and ch ild, Dr. E rh ardt 
noted th at th e reasons for post 
ponement at certain seasons are 
not so h ard to pinpoint. 
For 
many women, April-Ju ne period 
coincides with plans for family 
v acations and with th e sch ool 
y ear drawing to a close. Mama 
may ju st be too bu sy — and 


feel too good in th e Su mmer­ 
time — to ‘both er’ abou t going , 
to th e doctor. Similarly , Octo­ 
ber h eralds th e Th anksgiv ing- , 
Ch ristmas season —1 and moth ­ 
ers may feel too pressed to take 
time ou t for prenatal care. “In 
th e opinion of my medical col­ 
leagu es, 
any th ing 
th at 
inter- , 
feres with prom pt prenatal care 
is incu rring u nnecessary risks 
both to th e m oth er and baby ,’* 
Dr. E rh ardt commented. 
He pointed ou t th at edu cation 
and financial resou rces play a 
role in h ow soon women seek 
su ch care. Between 50 and 60 
per 
cent 
of priv ate patients 
start care du ring th e first th ree 
month s of pregnancy compared 
to u nder 10 per cent of women 
on th e ward serv ice. Nine ou t of 
ten priv ate patients are getting 
prenatal 
care 
by 
th e 
six th 
month of pregnancy compared 
to between h alf and th ree-fifth s 
of th e women needing su bsi­ 
dized care. 
Apparently u nder th e mistak­ 
en 
impression 
th at 
practice 
makes 
perfect, 
a 
su bstantial 
nu m ber of women, both poor 
and middle class, tend to post­ 
pone prenatal care after th ey 
h av e 
h ad 
sev eral 
ch ildren. 
“ Th is 
is folly ,” 
Dr. 
E rh ardt 
commented, “ since a woman is 
most at risk after sh e h as h ad 
more th an fou r or fiv e ch il­ 
dren.” 
For reasons not u nderstood, 
th e peak of conception is No­ 
v ember, and th e seasonal peak 
is from September th rou gh Jan­ 
u ary . 
Equ ally 
my steriou s 
is 
wh y ou t-of-wedlock pregnancies 
are more likely to occu r later 
rath er th an early in th e y ear. 
“ As we begin to u nderstand 
wh y certain seasons of concep­ 
tion 
are 
likely 
to 
produ ce 
h ealth ier babies, medical 
sci­ 
ence may be able to apply th e 
h igh ly effectiv e tools of contra­ 
ception 
now 
av ailable — th e 
pills and I.U.D. — to ach iev e 
th e objectiv e of giv ing ev ery 
ch ild th e optimu m start in life,’* 
Dr. E rh ardt conclu ded.

(NEA)—Ed­ 
die Stanky manages to stimu­ 
late interest in baseball. These 
are his comments: 
“ One of the fallacies of man­ 
aging is the handling of men. 
You get some of these hotshot 
columnists. They ’ll say so and 
so, Brown, has a good y ear be­ 
cause a certain manager han­ 
dles him a certain way . Any 
professional ballplay er can play 
for any manager in any park. 
There’s too much of this ‘well, 
uh. if I had a ball park’ or ‘I 
can’t see the wind blowing in.’
